Casparis first l 
predatories” nine years ago 
when he moved to the Big Bend= 
Davis Mountain country from 
Dallas, where he had run a small 
private flying field. He had been 
born and reared in the Texas hill 
country, had worked in the Beau- 
mont shipyards during World 
War I and had been a driller in 
the Texas oil fields. He took up 
flying in 1926 and later mov 
Alpine in connection with the 
vilian Pilot Training program, 
At first privately and later under 
contract to the Navy, he trained 
pilots on the high, sunny pla- 
teaus where there are usually 
only 10 days a year when the 
eather is bad enough to ground

Casparis was not the first to 
shoot from airplanes, Another 
flier in west Texas had been doing 
it with a pusher-type plane and 
an automatic shotgun on a gun 
mount, Casparis, who declares 
that with all these advantages 
his rival is not as good a shot as 
he, recalls how he himself got 
started on his present business: 


me and said, ‘Cas, I counted 19

Never 
killed one.’ ” Buthe agreed to try 
it. The rancher rode with him as 
gunner and they accounted for

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Casparis explains it this way, 
“One rancher would get an 80% 
lamb crop but would be able to 
market only 20% on account of 
the eagles. Another rancher over 
there in the Rosillos mountains 
had a lamb crop of 1,500 lambs. 
Sixty-five days later he only had 
250 to take to market. Mostly 
eagles. You see, what an eagle 
does, he don’t just kill a lamb 
and eat the whole thing, unless 
maybe he’s got some little ones 
and then sometimes he'll fly back 
to thenest with a chunk of meat. 
But ordinarily he'll kill the lamb 
with one swipe of those talons, 
and then he'll break one or two of 
the ribs and dig in and eat the 
heart and liver and nothing else. 
Then after a while he'll kill him 
another lamb and eat the heart 
and liver out of that one. They're 
real predatory.” These observ 
tions about eagle habits, and also 
Casparis’ figures on the damage 
they do, are grossly exaggerated, 
according to some naturalists. 
Nevertheless Texans on the 
whole seem satisfied with the 
eagle slaughter. 


At first Casparis hired local 
marksmen to act as gunners for 
him. “But after we got in the war 
there was a shortage of gunners 
just like there was of everything 
else. One di one-armed man 
was out here flying a plane. I fig- 
ured if he could fly with one arm, 
why then with two arms I ought 
to be able to fly and shoot too.” 

By this time Casparis had dis- 
covered that the eagle is not liked 
by smaller birds and is attacked 
by them, that the golden eagles 
'y greatly in size, coloration 
and marki He also learned 
that an eagle can do a lot of dam- 
age to a plane. One eagle he shot 
crashed through the fragile wing 
ofhis plane. Anothersmashed his. 
propeller. In order to keep theen- 
gine from revving up too fast he 
reached for the throttle to cut it 
off, and the throttle broke. That 
caused one of his worst forced 
landings, but he walked away 
from it. 

“Another timea fellow was up 
with me and the eagle he shot 
came sailing right in between the 
wing supports and the windos 
One wing flopped practically 
to the cabin. Did you ever see an 
eagle louse? They’re the biggest, 
meanest lice you ever saw. Big as 
theend of your little finger. Well, 
when that eagle's wing hit the 
open window it shucked those 
lice out all over us. My hair was 
full of them.” He scratched his 
thatch of iron-gray hair in remi- 
niscence,

SKILL AND DEVOTION 
PULLED MIKE THROUGH 


The fight for Mike Rector’s life was one that no 
doctor or drug or treatment could have won alone. 
The child was kept alive by the ceaseless efforts of a 
team which included surgeons, nurses, donors, lab- 
oratory technicians, his parents and Mike himself. 
The team was strengthened by the support of the 
Red Cross and the hospital, which supplied every- 
thing that was needed for the boy’s treatment (op- 
posite page 

When } first came to the hospital there was 
nothing the doctors could do but ease his pain with 
drugs and pump new blood into him to replace the 
body fluids that poured out of his raw flesh. To pre- 
vent this fluid loss, or “white hemorrhage,” the sur- 
geons covered Mike’s body with patches of skin tak- 
en from his father and seven other volunteer donors. 
To guard against deformity, doctors put sp 
Mike's legs but made him exercise a little whenever 
his dressings were changed (left). To avoid infec- 
tion, the greatest menace of all, the hospital gave 
Mike a private room (although he was a charity pa- 
tient) and billions of units of penicillin. 

Mike’s medical treatment was the best that could 
be given, and it was extraordinarily effective, for 
it gave him a fighting chance. The skin grafts took, 
the transfusions kept blovd in his ve the drugs 
kept down infection. But without the constant pres- 
ence of his parents and the warmth of th 
tions, he might well have lost will to live. His 
mother and father took turns at the hospital so that 
one of them could be with him every minute of the 
day and night. joked and played games with 
him to keep up his tired spirits, They coaxed him 
to eat the food he needed so badly and wanted so 
little. They made him take an obje 
unusual in such a little child, in his medical treat- 
ments, When nurses came to give him his transfu- 
sions, he directed the proceedings: “Do you have to 
give me an intravenal again? Put it in this vein here 
and don’t use that big needle—use the little one.” 

For Mike's parents the months of watching and 
waiting were an exhausting ordeal. But to them, as 
to the many others who gave their skill and blood 
and money to help the child, the price seemed to be 
little enough to pay because Mike’s life was saved.

"THE SLIDE” 


THE FEARFUL MEN ARE WRONG 


In the adjoining columns we discuss the indi- 
vidual’s role in the national economy. The larg- 
er theme of the individual's total role in Ameri- 
can society was chosen by General Dwight D. 
Eisenhower for his commencement day address 
at Columbia University last week, and we com- 
mend his words to every Americ 

“Millions of us today seem to fear that indi. 
vidual freedom is leading us toward social chaos 
that individual opportunity has forever disap- 
peared; that no person can have rightful title to 
property; that we have reached the point where 
the individual is far too small to cope with his 
circumstances; that his lifelong physical secu- 
rity against every risk is all that matters. More 
than this, we hear that such security must be 
attained by surrendering to centralized control 
the management of our society. In short, to 
these fearful men, the free human individual 
is a social anachronism, 

“On every count the fearful men are wrong. 
More than ever before, in our country, this is 
the age of the individual. Endowed with the ac- 
cumulated knowledge of centuries, armed with 
all the instruments of modern science, he is still 
assured personal freedom and wide avenues of 
expression so that he may win for himself, his 
family and his country greater material com- 
fort, ease and happiness; greater spiritual satis- 
faction and contentment.” 


VISHINSKY AND CONGRESS 


Far be it from us to pretend that we know 
what the Russians are up to at the Council of 
Foreign Ministers in Paris, where after much 
talk of “peace in Europe” they so far have taken 
the same old attitudes that have divided the 
world since 1945, But just suppose that one of 
their objects is to lull the American Congress 
into letting up on Marshall aid, the Atlantic 
Pact and the European arms program by cul- 
tivating the idea that “peace in Europe” is or 
soon will be a fact. Ifso, the Russians have done 
pretty well. The House has cut the ECA appro- 
priation. Ratification of the Atlantic Pact is 
well to the rear on the Senate agenda, and the 
arms program is way down in the “hold” file. 
Andrei Vishinsky must be pleased with himself 
when he reads the news from Washington. 
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IT REQUIRES THE CITIZEN TO MAKE SOME SOUND DECISIONS 


“Things look bad,” said the 30-year-old 
salesman who has never seen a real depres- 
sion. “When I talk about bargains in my line 
I get a fishy stare. Price cuts don’t seem to 
mean very much—the customer has decided 
there are more to come, and he is outwailing 
me. Yep, it looks as if we are in for a long 
slump.” 

“Okay,” said the man with the long mem- 
ory. “So things look bad and maybe will look 
worse. But I prefer to call ita slide. The word 

‘slump’ smacks of the economic experts, and 
if you think they necessarily know how to 
redict the future, how come that on V-J 
Day we were expecting a great deflation with 
10 million unemployed? How come that two 
years later so many of us believed we were 
in for a fatal inflation unless Truman got a 
dictator’s power over prices? Now it turns 
out that instead of continued inflation we 
are getting the slide. And a good thing, too, 
1 some ways—cheaper goods are never a 
calamity in the long run. 
“You don’t seem to know what’s in the 
papers,” said the salesman who has never 
seen a real depression. ‘Look at the steel 
rate—down to 91% of cay Used cars 
are off, trucks are not sel ling. department 
stores are down 8% in sales under last year. 
Business failures have doubled, carloadings 
are down, home construction hasn’t picked 
up at last year’s rate. Even the ball fans and 
race-track maniacs failed to turn out in force 
on Memorial Day—they were using their 
radio sets and saving the buck. We've got 
three million unemployed, and that doesn’t 
include the people on part time.” 

“Tecan read the papers, too,” said the man 
with the long memory. "But headlines don’t 
give you historical perspective. The news 
looks bad when it is stacked up against last 
year’s dizzy records. But compare the 1949 
statistics with any prewar year, and we look 
wonderful. Personal incomes are running at 
a rate of over two hundred billions for the 
year, which is way over the rate for any year 
hefore the war. As a matter of fact, there were 
more unemployed early in 1942, during the 
fledgling wartime boom, than there are at 
present. The ‘gross national product’ may 
be off in terms of money valuation, but with 
prices coming down, the money figure makes 
the drop seem sharper than it is. It’s not the 
dollar figure that counts but actual units of 
houses and cars, dresses and apples. We may 
have fewer income dollars at the end of the 
year, but each one should be worth a nickel 
more than it is now.” 

“Well, what about steel?” asked the man 
who has never seen a real depression. ‘Steel 
calls the turn.” 

I don’t sce the steel rate doing a real 
dive,” said the man with the long memory. 
“There’s the Marshall Plan, there’s arma- 
ment spending, there are bridges to be con- 
structed. The staggered nature of the slide 
will save the steel rate in the end. Machine 
tools have been off for some time—they'll 
pick up when manufacturers are retooling 
to create new styles. Public works will come 
in as a ig steel user when cars are dropping.” 


“In other words,” said the man who has 
never seen a real depression, “we're in for a 
short, sharp slump, like 1920-21, or maybe a 
period of prolonged bleeding, as in 1929-33?” 
"You're not listening to what I’ve been 
saying,” said the man with the long memory. 

You're talking just like all the here-we-are- 
again boys. It’s a fixation, a trauma, and 
maybe only a psychoanalyst can cure you of 
it. We aren’t going to repeat 1929-33 because 
we aren’t living in the same economic cli- 
mate. In 1929 stocks were fantastically over 
valued in relation to earnings. People were 
up to their eyes in debt for margin or instal- 
ment buying. The farmer was loaded dow 
with mortgages. Furthermore nobody knew 
much in 1929 about the gentle art of cush- 
ioning. We hadn’t yet heard enough about 
compensatory public works, about cyclical 
government budgeting, about refunding 
government debt at low interest. We hadn’t 
yet discovered that people will do anything, 
even some bad things, to stop mass starva- 
tion or mass unemployment.” 

“Well, if things are as you say, what are 
we worrying about?” asked the man who has 
never seen a real depression. 

“The main reason for worry,” said the 
man with the long memory, “is that the gov- 
ernment may do too much of the right thing 
at the wrong time or too much of the wrong 
thing at the right time. Our government 
is committed to stopping mass unemploy- 
ment. But that doesn’t mean leaf-raking to- 
morrow, It doesn’t mean cutting off foreign 
aid and making world calamity a certaint 
But it does mean savings in federal admin- 
istration. It does—or should—mean such 
things as tax relief and other incentives to 
encourage investment. It means credit ex- 
pansion by government lending agencies 
and the Federal Reserve. It means that wage 
increases should be geared to increased work- 
er efficiency, not to ‘fourth round’ slogan- 
cering. Finally, it means that we should have 
some real public works—more schools and 
so on—ready to roll if and when unemploy- 
ment tops the five million mark.” 

“But the customer,” insisted the sales- 
man who has never seen a real depression, 
“what about him? Should he wait for that 
next price cut?” 

“Don’t treat the customer as a dope,” said 
the man with the long memory. “Remem- 
ber—he’s an individual, he’s an American 
individual. He still has choices and the means 
to exercise them. If he hauls back and thinks 
about what he really wants for his money 
and out of his life and sees that he gets it— 
well. T won't be too worried.” 

‘The man with the long memory went on, 
“If he doesn’t think, if he doesn’t make his 
choices, if he doesn’t act like a free individ- 
ual—that would be bad. But I think he will. 
And I think that when he does we'll soon be 
‘readjusted’ to the point of sailing into some 
pretty good times. The slide is here. But I 
don’t see disaster, not what we called dis- 
aster in 1929. Don’t forget—that individ- 
ual I’ve been talking about has learned a lot. 
So has his government. So have we all.”

COLORED MICE AID IN DISEASE sTunY 


The multicolored mice shown on the opposite page are part of a Navy-spon- 
sored study of airborne bacteria and viruses, the tiny, lethal organisms which 
float through the air to cause most of the world’s deadliest epidemics. Sealed 
inside an airproof, germproof container (next page), the gaudy rodents live out 
their lives in hermetically perfect isolation while scientists observe their reac- 
tions to such virulent diseases as plague, influenza and parrot fever. The mice 
are painted with different colors to distinguish the different groups which have 
been given varying doses of germ-laden vapor. 

In order to infect the animals without becoming infected themselves, Navy 
scientists developed the weird-looking machine above, now in use at the Uni- 
versity of California's bacteriology laboratory. Mice or guinea pigs to be ex- 
posed are placed in an air lock at one end of this infection chamber. The rubber 
arms, drawn inward by reduced pressure inside the chamber, enable the re- 
searchers to reach in, take the animals from the air lock and place them near a 
germ-dispensing atomizer. Once infected, the mice are transferred to another 
chamber where their symptoms, carefully analyzed and recorded, give badly 
needed information about the course, nature and treatment of airborne disease.

This year 400,000 Americans, drawn by the strong magnets of ances- 
try and common culture, will cross the coast of Europe on their way to 
visit sights denied them during a decade of war and of postwar troubles. 
Most of this all-time record wave of tourists will make their landfall on 
the rolling channel coast of France. A few will see the sunlit beaches of 
Portugal and Spain or the jagged sea cliffs of Norway. Probably none of 
them will look upon the whole western face of the Old World, from the 
Mediterranean Sea to the Arctic Ocean. To photograph this spectacular 
trip in color, Lire’s Eliot Elisofon traveled 12,000 miles by automobile 
and boat along nine nations’ shores.

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That Oldtime Religion 


Lively memories of his strict but happy Baptist boyhood lead a reporter to revisit the 
South’s “Valley of Religion.” There he finds the wellsprings that nourish Protestantism 
hy ARCHIE ROBERTSON 


Archie Robertson is a former newspaperman whose back- 
ground, as he recalls it here, was “Baptist through and 
through,” and whose boyhood memories are half-nostal- 
gic, half-resentful. A few years ago he set out to discover 
how the oldtime religion was faring in an age of growing 
sophistication. This article is a report on some of his find- 
ings; it will be incorporated in a book which Houghton 
Mifflin Company will publish next fall under thesame title. 

Mr. Robertson began his quest with a visit to the “Valley 


of Religion” near Asheville, N.C. It was here that he met 
people whose faith, simplicity and independence seemed 
to him to recall the “original Baptists” and help explain 
why the Fundamentalist faith still flourishes in the U.S. 
The persons he describes are in every case real, but many 
of the names are fictitious; the drawings that accompany 
the text, by Carroll Cloar (‘Backwoods Boyhood,” LIFE, 
Jan. 26, 1948), are intended not so much to portray accu- 
rate physical likenesses as to depict mood and atmosphere.

“Low church, isn’t it?” asked her ladyship. 

“Madam,” he replied, “you have no idea how low.” 

My boyhood was spent in Louisville, Ky., seat of the Southern Baptist 
Theological Seminary, where my father was professor of New Testament 
Interpretation. Despite these advantages, I grew up as one of the most 
unregenerate Sunday school pupils in Christian annals. 

At breakfast time on Sunday mornings our colored cook Hattie, who 
was also a Baptist, was summoned to stand at the dining room door while 
Father, still tense from urging the younger children to breakfast on time, 
read a chapter from the Bible and briefly prayed. At the age of 10 I felt a 
certain resentment against the superfluity of such family services at the 
beginning of a day in which we would all be plunged into wave after wave 
of Bible reading and prayer. That resentment naturally went unexpressed, 
however, and after waffles and honey my good humor was partly restored. 
After breakfast I scarcely had time to eae that Aunt Eliza had again 
taken the Buster Brown comics out of the Sunday Courier-Journal—she 
hid it from us until Monday—before Mother called us all to hunt our 
“quarterlies” (the Sunday school lesson books which were issued four times 
a year), brush our hair and put on overshoes. 
Usually a trifle late, the lot of us, four children 
and three adults, then trooped over to the Sun- 
day school building, which was only a block away 
from home on the Oak Street side of the Birch 
Avenue Baptist Church. 

The adults went to their respective Bible 
classes and we four children marched straight 
ahead into the assembly room for opening exer- 
cises. We started with a song: 


Saved by His power divine, 

S-a-a-v-e-d to new life sublime! 
Life now is sweet and my 
For I’m saved, saved, SAVED. 


is complete; 


Miss Lucy Augur, who was both ageless and 
youthless, played the piano with a strong, un- 
varying beat. She wore a blue silk dress with a 
narrow white neckline; the coils of brown hair 
above her gold-rimmed spectacles seemed made 
of some plain, sensible Baptist material that 
would never wear out or change. Mr. Smith, our 
bald-headed, genial superintendent, now asked 
Brother McNamara to lead us in prayer, and 
God was thanked either for the good weather 
which had enabled us to meet together in this 


inclement weather so many had gathered. There was a Bible reading, an- 
nouncements, another song and we were dismissed for classes. 

The upstairs classrooms were all alike. Each had its worn green carpet, 
its parlor-organ, folding chairs and gaily-colored literature. In a pleasant 
intimacy our class went through the pattern set by the International Sun- 
day School Convention in 1872. First there was a hymn, Yield Not to 
Temptation. Prayer followed, and then came the collection, the Scripture 
lesson, closing song and prayer. We sensed that the underlying desire of 
our teacher, a young married woman who wore a peckaboo blouse, was 
simply to avoid spitballs at any price until the bell rang for her deliver- 
ance, and we cooperated obligingly by suggesting all sorts of reasons why 
God allowed Shadrach, Meshach and Abednego to be put into the fiery 
furnace. It would not have been playing the game to advance the right 
reason; the teacher was there for that. 

I was a difficult pupil. Sensing in the peekaboo lady a certain hesitation 
to harp unduly upon Hell, I pressed my advantage to the utmost. Would 
the people in China who had never heard the Gospel be consigned to the 
everlasting lake of fire? The sympathies of that soft bosom, I felt, were on 
my side, but fearing lest the urgency of the missionary lesson be lost, she 
always managed to evade a clear-cut yes or no. 

In the closing exercises the burning public curiosity about the morning's 
attendance and offering was satisfied, with comparative data being stated 

for the previous week and a year ago; and blue 
silk class banners of supremacy, made apparent- 
ly of the same material as Miss Augur’s dress, 
changed hands listlessly while we sang Bringing 
in the Sheaves. 1 was not the only one who felt 
something was lacking, for a deacon, Mr. Gresh- 
am, once drilled us in a lively chant for use in a 
city-wide Protestant celebration involving a pa- 
rade and ball game: “We are Baptists through 
and through, People from Birch Avenue!” On 
another occasion Mr. Gresham, an aggressive 
real-estate operator of the early 1920s, prayed, 
“O Lord, give us pep, O Lord, give us punch, O 
Lord, give us spizzeRINKTUM!” 

I can never forget this petition for the effect 
it had upon my parents. During dinner my 
mother’s thin shoulders shook with light con- 
vulsions until at last Mr. Gresham’s interesting 
new word exploded from her clenched lips, after 
which she laughed until she cried. Father, whose 
degrees ran all the way out across the page after 
his name in the seminary catalog, wore the grim 
look which signified his belief that humanity, or 
some part of it, was hopeless. 

We were Baptists through and through. Fa- 
ther was firm about attending both Sunday

family paraded down the center aisle to a forward pew. As the 
youngest, I led the way, followed by Cary, Charlotte and Nell. My 
‘Aunt Eliza was next, establishing her heavy Acousticon on a small 
tower of hymnbooks, for she was very short. During the prelimi- 
naries she fidgeted with the cords of this primitive hearing aid to 
get the wavelength for the sermon; alarming pig squeals from the 
instrument punctuated Praise God, From Whom All Blessings 
At her side Grandmother—who never set foot in Sunday 
school—adjusted a carpeted footstool. She had been a Vir- 
ginian and an Episcopalian, and her coiffured white head and small 
square shoulders seemed to make a formal, military surrender. 
Mother alone had no fixed position; with her silvery hair blown by 
her haste, she often came tripping hurriedly behind the rest of us, 
having stopped to leave a sprig of lemon verbena in the lap of her 
friend, Mrs. Hedges, while Father stood waiting none too patiently 
in the aisle. He then entered, removed his overshoes and placed 
them with his umbrella next to Grandmother's prayer stool; when 
his heavy-set figure was seated the gate was officially closed. Mother 
often sat next to me, fetching from her nested pocketbook, after 
powder box, handkerchief and gloves, paper and pencil for the 
small fry. In later years her gloved finger shyly touched my arm as 
we sang and pointed in the hymnbook to the name of Beethoven 
or Haydn, as if to make me feel better about being a Baptis 

Only the often counted organ pipes relieved the fumed oak and 
white plaster; the stained-glass windows carefully avoided any- 
thing so popish as pictures. There was nothing else to look at except 
the pulpit, the three chairs and the heavy Communion table, on 
which a mountainous white cloth once a month telegraphed ahead 
the bad news of a long service. Not yet a member, I sat in miserable 
awe while the elements were passed. 

The puzzles that beset children helped me pass the time. What, 
for example, was the consecrated, cross-eyed bear? What, indeed, 
was the Holy Ghost—something unspeakably awful, draped in a 
sheet? And when the minister said, “The doors of the church are 
now open,” why couldn’t we go home? 

Dr. Stone, an earnest, white-faced little man with pince-nez, a 
stiff wing collar and a dolorous voice, was our minister. He cut the 
air with a stiff sweep of his arm as he intoned, ‘The bird with a bro- 
ken pinion can never rise as high again!” to show how the soul that

yields to fleshly lusts, though mended by God’s grace, can never be 
quite as good as new. 

Some of the pastors we had at Birch Avenue Baptist Church made 
Hell seem very real. I could feel it yawning directly below. When I 
was about 5, table talk at home had touched on Green Street, where 
the gay blades of Louisville used to go “down the line” after a ball. 
(The glittering houses of sin were closed in the interests of military 
hygiene during World War I.) What, Lasked, was the underworld? I 
was answered with a hush; and dreamed that night of an unmen- 
tionable city under a city, into which I had fallen, to slither precari- 
ously along the sloping glass sides of a pit in which a great dragon, 
dripping blood and spittle, reached up his hungry jaws. This, I decid. 
ed instantly, must bejHell, and until I fell out of bed it certainly was. 

Because of my antipathy to the threat of Hell, I refused for some 
time to be converted at any of the protracted revival meetings held 
in our town. Those held annually in the church were too much like 
the regular Sunday services to be impressive. And when Gypsy Smith 
came to town and the huge audience in the wooden tabernacle sang 
up a tidal wave of emotion, “Softly and tenderly Jesus is calling,” 

I dived resolutely through the hymn and kept my eyes shut tight. 

By following this method I was eventually able to stop worrying 
about Hell entirely, on Sunday or any other day. Early in adoles- 
vered a way of ducking out of part of the Sunday school 
Jhen my older brother and sisters marched ahead into 
opening exercises, I tarried behind and climbed the stairs to an open 
gallery running around the assembly room. While the heads below 
were bowed in the weather report prayer, it was possible to walk 
Lar! and decorously around the building to the backstairs. From 

the dark rear hall, doors opened into the pastor's study, the choir 
loft and a vestry room used hy the candidates for baptism as adre 
ing room, But a fourth little door went out into the alley, which, as 
in all the “nice parts” of Louisville, was lined with tumble-down, 
whitewashed ex-stables, lit by kerosene lamps and flavored with 
horse manure, and inhabited ‘by Negro household servants. Their 
averaged $3 to $5 a week 


White mule, lemon juice and sugar 


ARLY in Prohibition some of the alley-dwellers undertook, in a 

modest way, to increase their income by making whisky from 
the garbage so conveniently at hand, and within 50 feet of the Sun- 
day school, a hospitable colored Ba aptist for 20¢ supplied a slug of 
white mule, flavored with lemon juice and sugar. Thus fortified, 1 
managed to sneak back in time to join my group of Sunday school 
pupils just as they marched from opening exercises into the upstairs 
classroom. There, as I sat by one of the small Gothic windows, I 
drowsed through the familiar lessons, lulled by the sound of flies 
and warm Negro voices which buzzed in freedom in the alley below. 

During my high school days I became a devout follower of H. I 
Mencken. I used to bring home his Smart Set magazine with its raff- 
ish devil on the cover, and later the acid green American Mercury, 
in which Mr. Mencken continued to say unkind things about the 
Methodists and Baptists. Common observation confirmed some 
of Mr. Mencken’s prejudices. It was simple truth that a Baptist 
church was usually the ugliest in town, and the more prosperous it 
was, the worse it looked. (The preacher called the church his “plant” 
and the parsonage, the “pastorium.”) 

I did not wish my parents to lose their religion—they would have 
been inconceivable to me without it—but I often wished earnestly 
that they had just a little less. Why couldn’t they have been Epis- 
copalians? Or even Presbyterians? 


? At such moments I was proba- 
bly thinking of people like the Trotters. 

“They were family friends of not quite the first order of intimacy. 
It was said that Dr. Trotter drank a little at the Pendennis Club, 
but was a fine man. He was of middle height, with a Vandyke beard 
and pleasant twinkling brown eyes. Mrs. Trotter was motherly, 
although not in the baking-powder sense. She was about as worl: 
ly as a Presbyterian can be. She went to the races once a year on 
Derby Day. I learned afterward that she was a gentle but persist- 
ent modifying influence upon my own upbringing, so that even- 
tually I was allowed to go to dances like anyone else. She and Mother 
‘were on committees together in the Woman’s Club. Our own church 
ladies or the seminary wives came right into the library, which was 
our family living room; but Mrs. Trotter was always received in 
the front parlor. She called one evening as we were having family 
prayers and suggested that we say the Apostles’ Creed. Baptists do 
not =f creeds or catechisms. But Mother, who knew everything, 
recited with vigor, while Father looked nonplussed and I wondered 
at the kindly, mischievous gleam in Mrs. Trotter's eye. 

TheTrotter and Robertson children were close enough to indulge 
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Youve watched the lights — green, yellow, 
red — which control the traffic on our city 
streets, But have you ever watched the “eyes” 
along the railroad tracks — from which the 
highway signals were adapted — light up 
with their messages? 

On the railroads, the red — or horizontal 
signal position — says “Stop.” The yellow — 
or diagonal position — says “Reduce speed 
and proceed, prepared to stop at the next 
signal.” And the green — or vertical position 
— tells the engineer when the track’s all clear 
ahead. 

But these three basic messages of the sig- 
nals are only “baby talk” compared with what 


they tell when two or more colors — or signal 
positions — come up simultaneously and in 
combination. Then, they not only tell the en- 
gineer what's ahead for two or more “blocks” 
of track, they also tell him how to handle his 
train until the next signal gives him more 
news of the traffic situation up ahead. 

The trains themselves, as they pass along 
the line, cause the signals to report their 
positions to following or approaching trains. 
In many systems, indeed, they do even more, 
for they report also to the train dispatcher, 
watching his illuminated control board maybe 
a hundred or more miles away, just where 
each train in his district is, minute by minute.

The result is that trains can keep moving — 
steadily, safely, spaced the proper distances 
apart. 

These signal systems installed on busy rail- 
road lines are but one result of the unremitting.

in pillow fights. If I spent Saturday night at Bill’s, on Sunday morn- 
ing Mrs. Trotter hustled us both off to his Sunday school. I did not 
mind. It was a welcome change from Birch Avenue; for although thi 
lesson was about the same, it didn’t seem necessary to be “saved 
exactly, in order to be a Presbyterian—just christened and con- 
firmed. Furthermore Bill did not have to go every Sunday. (Even- 
tually he entered the ministry.) 

Dr. Trotter's private beliefs were a vague, half-humorous mys- 
tery. He went sometimes with his wife to hear Dr. Doolittle at Park- 
wood Presbyterian, but he never told us what church he belonged 
to. Once he said that his mother had been a Methodist who switched 
over to the Baptists. 

“My grandmother told her that she'd left the Army of the Lord 
and joined the Navy,” he said. 

‘At Sunday dinner he asked a long, thorough blessing, as if to take 
the curse off one or two slightly racy medical stories to follow. On 
Temperance Sunday. for example, he remembered the Prohibition 
lecturer of his student days who made a demonstration with a worm, 

First he dropped the worm into a glass of water, where it wiggled 
happily, then into a glass of whisky, where it died.

The Lord’s nickel 


RS. TROTTER might recall the day when Patsy, their youngest,

Wonderful Trotters, I thought, to love the Lord in such a light- 
hearted way!

My father, who had the reputation of being a fearful classroom 
tyrant at the Baptist Seminary, never forced upon me the neces- 
sity for being converted. Nothing happened until our Hell-fire pas- 
tor from the deep South was relieved by a more cheerful sort from 
the Middle West. The Rev. Dr. Everson, a combat veteran of World 
War I, was called the Fighting Parson, and we got on nicely. His 
favorite pulpit slogan was “God and I can do anything.” 

One day he took the Robertsons to attend an all-da 
tion meeting” at a country church near Louisville. I fooled around 
happily in the sunshine of the churchyard, reading old gravestones. 
Inside the plain old meetinghouse delegates from each of the Mis- 
sionary Baptist churches in the association were now conducting 
their interminable business, broken now and then by a snatch of

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hymn singing. I peered under the Communioa cloths covering the 
Jong dinner trestles on the lawn, taking advances of country ham 
and chocolate cake and feeling more respect for the Baptists than 
at any previous time; it was pleasant to find that Birch Avenue 
Church had these country cousins. 

‘And thus when Dr. Everson appeared on the lawn, surprisingly, 
and said. “I promised your father I would speak to you today about 
joining the church,” | was in the best of humors and even sympa- 
thized slightly with his predicament. My brother and sisters had 
gone through the waters and I knew that my time had come. 

“What do I have to do?” I asked, however, stalling. 

“You won't be asked about Hell,” said Dr. Everson smiling. 
“You'll have plenty of time later on to make up your mind about 
that point—and others.” 

Ss er Sunday school the next week I “went forward” during the 
vitation hymn,” feeling no emotion except timidity. Dr. Ever- 
son announced to the congregation that I hed presented myself for 
baptism on profession of faith, and all in favor would please "sig- 
nify by saying ‘Aye’ and raising the right hand.” There was the 
usual moderate murmur, Father's voice being just a shade stronger 
than usual. I was in, the pastor extended the right hand of fellow- 
ship, and after the benediction family friends did likewise. In the 
grasp of old Mrs, Hedges’ hand and the twinkle of her eye was the 
admonition not to take myself too seriously before the Lord. 

Dr. Edgar Young Mullins, president of the seminary, came to 
supper the next Sunday night. Irreverently called ‘The Pope,” Dr. 
Mullins was a tall, suave gentleman, with beautifully trimmed gray 
whiskers, After supper he patted me on the head, said “Well, well, 
Archibald,” and gave me a Bible. He preached that night—without 
reference to the awful event to follow—and I walked alone and shiv- 
ering through the side door into the pastor’s study, where Mother 
had placed dry clothing and a towel. The kindly “Pope” was secure 
in his rubberized baptismal robe and trousers. 


Baptized but not saved 


ITANDING waist-deep in the water of the baptistry, protected 
by footlights from the congregation, I remember a last desper- 
ate pang of conscience; for it is Baptist doctrine that one must be 
converted before baptism, and I had no feeling of being saved. It 
‘was too late now; I should have to straighten out the deal as best I 
could afterwards, But under any circumstances baptism is an awe- 
some experience. I can sympathize with a rural brother I have heard 
of who found as he rose from the river that he just couldn’t face 
the public and plunged quickly back and swam away downstream. 
‘This was my formal entry into the largest group of American 
Protestants, second only to the Roman Catholic Church in the U.S. 
and in many ways its direct opposite. For the Baptists, properly 
speaking, do not constitute a Church at all. Historically they are 
individualists and arch-heretics, believers in the right of each in- 
dividual to interpret the Bible in the light of his own conscience and 
make his own approach to God. They are traditionally the defend- 
ers of unlimited religious freedom in opposition to all “established” 
forms of Christianity. 

The success which the Baptists have had in America has perhaps 
helped sh them into something else. In some parts of the South 
they have long been a dominating force—almost a kind of “estab- 
lished” church—representing the prosperous elements in the com- 
munity. taking the conservative Ie of every question, and appear- 
ing to outward view as anything but the champions of freedom. 
‘That was how I saw them for the greater part of the succeeding 
years after my baptismal day. I lived in earnest protest against 
the Baptists and made little effort to understand their origins and 

peculiaritie 
Perel Sie Coommnniian Sunday following my baptism I was per- 
mitted to realize that when the Baptists are plainest they can reach 
areal dignity. After the last hymn I stood with my family and read 
aloud from a battered piece of cardboard the Covenant which most 
local churches use: “Having, as we trust, been brought by Divine 
Grace to receive the Lord Jesus Christ, and to give ourselves to Him, 
we do now, relying on His gracious aid, solemnly covenant with one 
another that we will talk together in brotherly love. . . .” 

Now the minister stood by the table, with a deacon’s help lifting 
and folding the white cloth. He began to read, “The Lord Jesus the 
same night in which he was betrayed, took bread . . .,” breaking 
unleavened wafers into small bits as he did so. The deacons, 12 real- 
estate salesmen, auto dealers, hardware clerks and schoolteachers 
in their Sunday suits, now came forward to pass the bread and grape- 
juice for the Communion, which was made simultaneously by the 
whole congregation. 
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BAPTISM to American Baptists is merely a s 
alvation.

Notso very long ago I went back to the “Valley of Religion” where 
our family used to spend its summers when I was a child. The Valley 
is in the blue mountains around Asheville, N.C. and it lies roughly 
east and west, where the Swannanoa River has carved its channel 
between the precipitous heights of the “Craggies” and the Swan- 
nanoa mountains. 

Our cottage was at Blue Ridge, the assembly grounds of the 
Y.M.C.A., but all through the valley were gathered in the summer 
months the most religious people from the most religious section 
of the U.S. The Southern Presbyterians met at Montreat, just across 
the valley from Blue Ridge; the Southern Baptists close by at Ridge- 
crest. Over beyond Asheville way were the Methodists at Lake Ju- 
naluska and the Episcopalians at Kanuga Lake. On the wide ver- 
andas of their many lakeside hotels and lodges, comfortable Prot- 
estant families from the cities sang in their rocking chairs at sunset 
and recited, “T will lift up mine eyes unto the hills from whence 
cometh my help.” 


Return to Blue Ridge 


FOUND little changed at Blue Ridge after 25 years. The col- 

lege students, who do all the work around the place, still pitched 
horseshoes and sang When the Roll Is Called Up Yonder, although 
now there was aslight, affectionate edge of satire in their voic 
the auditorium a Presbyterian lecturer told a story I had hea:

On the white verandas of organized Protestantism and social wel- 
fare, I found the comfortable chairs still rocking, more or less in 
unison. But the Valley itself seemed somehow different to me. Be- 
hind those white verandas I took note for the first time of the cab- 
ins of the devout mountain people. I knew there must be some con- 
nection and I determined to find just what that connection was. 

The people in the Valley cabins, I was told, were Freewill Bap-

tists. They take their faith from the great Dutch theologian of the 
16th Century, Arminius, who revolted against the hard Calvinistic 
doctrine that individuals have been “elected” before the founda- 
tion of the world to be forever damned or saved. Arminius taught 
instead that Christ died for all men. The controversy has been clas- 
sically reconciled by a Negro preacher who said, “You see, it's this 
way. There’s an election goin” on all the time. The Lord votes for 
you, the Devil votes agin’ you, and you casts the decidin’ vote.” 

The belief in “free will” or the “Arminian heresy” early took root 
and spread rapidly throughout the U.S. The Methodists took it 
up, as did most of the Missionary Baptists, although a small grow 
called Primitive Baptists (also “Old School” or “Hard Shells”) 
split off and remained true to Calvinism. 

Perhaps more than any other denomination, Baptists have been 

the greatest “splitters.” There are many, many kinds, including 
the Duck Rive rand Kindred Associations of Baptists, the Two- 
Seed-in-the-Spirit Predestinarians and the Three-Seeds-in-the- 
Soul. There is even one obscure variety, unknown to the Census, 
which had its origins on a Georgia mountain on a hot day in the last 
century when a preacher met a wagon loaded with bright, gleam- 
ing blocks. The driver told the preacher that a factory in Atlanta 
had installed a machine which made ice in the summertime. Report- 
ing this miracle to his congregation the preacher was believed by 
some and rejected by others, and to this day in North Georgia 
traces of the Ice and Non-Ice Baptists may be found. 

Unlike these other splinter groups most of the Freewill Baptists 
have long since united with the “Missionary” churches of the North- 
ern and Southern Baptist Conventions. But in rural areas there are 
still some unaffiliated Freewill churches, like the one I found on my 
return to the Valley of Religion. I found it by knocking at a cabin 
which stood near the abandoned tollhouse of a disused toll road. 
A woman came to the door, toothpick in hand, retreated and ad- 
vanced again in the mountain manner, Was there a church near- 
I asked. 

“You just passed it.” She pointed to an unpainted pine building. 
“We just got it built last year. Afore that, things was turrible on 
this mountain, young folks playin’ ball on Sunday and I don’t know 
what-all.” 


A Freewill prayer meeting 


HE Freewill Baptist prayer meeting was tonight, she said, at 

Sister Snyder’s house. “There’s not many that gathers out, 
but there’s a few. Come and you're welcome. Proud to have you.” 

The trail to the Snyder’s house was steep and narrow, the night 
dark. A white-faced ghost barred the way, a stubborn bull-calf. 
Maybe it was an omen telling me to abandon my whole project of 
reporting on the oldtime religion. I raised a stick threateningly, re- 
newed my reporter's vows and the critter bounded away. Through 
the window of the cabin I could see heads bowed around the table 
under the lamp. 

A Presbyterian home missionary I used to know in another part 
of the mountains, coming upon such ascene in the course of his pas- 
toral calls, had knocked diffidently at the door. “I hate to disturb 
you,” he said to the head of the family. “It’s been such a long time 
since I've seen old-fashioned family worship.” 

“Ohshucks, preacher, come on in,” "said the mountain man. “This 
ain't family worship. This here's the new Sears, Roebuck catalog.” 

But it was not the catalog in the Snyder’s house. As I entered a 
standing circle of a dozen men and women surveyed me silently and 
the silence continued after I stated my name and place of residence. 

Atlasta tall, grim-faced man with steel glasses said slowly, ““Wash- 
ington, D. C. That’s a long way from here.” We found seats in the 
living room and the silence still held. There was a Bible on the table 
by the lamp, some paper-backed hymnals, no two alike and none in 
their prime, two rockers and four straight chairs, and a bench on 
which a flaxen-haired young farmer held a young baby on his knee 
while his wife held the next in size. Through an open door I glimpsed 
sleeping children heaped in the bedroom. The pastor, a short, 
youngish, black-haired man with a shy smile, spoke at last.
